Mere violence is a pitfable brntish- 
ness in comparison with the gihin- 
deur of the purpose to reconstruct 
society according to the Socitiist 
ideas. Yet to some small minds

'hange in the economic structure. 
Such valient souls would bring 
about an amelioration of all the 
workingman's woes by making 
faces at a policeman. 


When Marx died it meant the 
end of revolutionary Socialism. 
When Liebknecht died the end had 
surely come. And now with Bebcl's 
death capitalism repeats the old 
verdict. Yet subconsciously the 
world is pretty well aware that 
Socialism still lives and grows 
more vital every day. Too bad to 
disappoint the rascals of society, 
but the trouble is that the working 
clasa has begun to think of its own 
interests.

Funny how the DeLeon vi.tis 
about a party-owned press does 
seep over into our movement. A 
referenfce in these columns to The 
■ Party BuP.der attempting to in- 
ivade ‘he Socialist weekly news¬ 
paper field brings a protest from 
a comrade out West. When the 
nitional Socialist party, formerly 
the Social-Democratic party, began 
its career, it published an official 
paper. Sorai. years later this stas 
discontinued in order to give the 
other Socialist papers a free field, 
and the plan hss worked admir¬ 
ably. The oarty at that time vir¬ 


tually made a covenant Biat H 
l^iUd not compete srith the Sd- 
pfithst papers, a covenant that it 
has broken by trying tp turn its 
bulletin into a party paper. So¬ 
cialists of all persons should be¬ 
lieve in a free press, and under So- 
ciaEsm, for the very safety of the 
people, the preas will bavt to be 
free and by individual effort. Else 
there would be an intolerable ten¬ 
dency at molding of opinion by 
officials or those charged with ad- 
ministrati”" duties. The frailty of 
human nature will have to be 
taken account of then as well as 
now. In our present mov( 
have had disastroua restut^i^m 
local party-owned papers, (fnang- 
tng and shifting factional control 
has paralyzed the usefulness of the 
papers and caused strife and 
changing back and forth of policy 
to the injury of the movements 
concerned. Chicago went through 
years of this sort of thing ai d its 
local movement still bears the 
scars of it. The case of the S. L. P. 
is a good one in point and supplies 
a warning example. DeLeon favors 
s party-owned press because be is 
the brains and irill of the party 
and it makes his every utterance 
■nd opinion law and gospel. And 
the result in that party has been 
to make The People the one party 
paper. Others have tried tn sttrt 
but have been cold-shouldered off 
of the earth. Bearing all this in 
mind, the national office of our 
party should keep faith with the 
party and stick to its bulletins. It 
can pat them out in newspaper 
focRi and secure the lower rate of 
postage, but should go no farther. 
And especially so at this time when 
the weekly Socialist, papers are 
having a life and death struggle to 
keep their beads above water.

The program for the coDgi'oas, with 
the reports of the various lines of ac¬ 
tivity, have been before the me*:iber- 
shtp for several weeks. Grea* meet¬ 
ings have been held In all th f larger 
cities and smaller getherlr gs else¬ 
where. In w I the question to coma 
before the cougreaa are discussed. At 
these matings champlona of opposite 
aides of dsba,%bU subjects are select¬ 
ed who present carefully prepared 
studies of thetr posltiona A general 
discussion then follows and full re- 
)K>rta of auch meetings appear In all 
the German Socialist papers. 

Editorials and contributions by spe- 
etallsts in the fields covered by debate 
appear in the party organs and ore 
reproduced In condensed fortp by oth¬ 
er SooloUat puhllontlona ReeoluUona 
expressing the opinions of rnaas meet¬ 
ings and party orgmnlsaUons ore 
drawn up nnd forwnrded to the eon- 
^Mis. In thU manner the Tolee of the

Dl glng diligently sod deeply 
among the records of days long gone 
by. lo the hope of finding something 
confirmatory of the claims made by 
the lalsaes-faire of that day. that the 
m'orkltig people In the middle of the 
nlnt -enth century were belter off 
than In any other previous period of 
history, the 1: le Thorold Rogers, pro¬ 
fessor of political economy in Oxford 
university, made a nost 'wonderful 
discovery. And ha the same conten¬ 
tion Is still advanced by the same 
class hen any consideration Is 
sought for the workers of today, a 
brief survey of the discovery rnade 
by Prof. Rogers may not be without 
Interest, and may prove both en- 
lightenlng and profitable. 

The won >rful discovery mads by 
the learned professor did ths vs^ 
cpposlte to whst he Intended It should 
do. snd proved that ths contentions 
of the "lei things remain as they aro" 
gentlemen had no foundation In fact. 
Indeed, he proved conclusdvely that 
there was one period In the history 
of labor that might be called the 
Golden Age of Labor, as far M 
hours and earnings were concerned, 
that has never been duplicated since 
and to which we are slowly but sure-^ 
ky returolnr- H Is of this period and 
the conditions that led up to It wd 
what brought It about that make the 
discoveries of 'h rold Zlcbcrt so val¬ 
uable to the student of economies 
among the wage workers. A.s all are 
not atudenU with lime and oppor¬ 
tunity to go thoroughly Into these 
reeearches. and because of thla laoL 
of opportunity ore not liberally en¬ 
dowed with a wealth of historic 
knowledge, what follows con not fall 
to be of service. . w

Ba 
retalna. however, as tn tha east to tha 
piaaent day, ticiw asprasstng kls hear* 
anly deacant or ralaOooshlpa: and Is 
still saluted tn form# and words as 
humble as tkoaa add raved to the 
Dally. While tha Uw aad propar- 
tlaa ot his people if not practlealty ao 
complaialy at his naarcy, ara still In 
theory soppovd to ba hie. 

Later tn the progrev of civilisation, 
aa during the middle ages In Europe, 
the current opinions raapecting the re- 
latlonsblp of rulera and ruled are fur¬ 
ther ohangad. For the theory of di¬ 
vine origta, there ia subatltutad that 
of divine right. No longer god or 
demigod, or ev’tn god-daeoended, the 
king Is now regsj^ed as simply Ood's 
vicegerent. The obelaancv mads to 
him are sot ao eztrsmo In their humll- 
IC 7 , and hit nered tttlra lose much of 
their meaning. Moreo>*er. his author¬ 
ity ceases to be unlimited. Subjects 
deny his right to disposs at will of 
their lives and properties, and yle.d 
allegiance only in the shape of obels* 
ance to his eommanoa 

With advancing political ideas ha.< 
comb still greater restrictloa of Impe¬ 
rial power. Belief In tha surarnatural 
obaraoter of the ruler, long ago re¬ 
pudiated by oureevlea. for example, 
has left behind It nothing more than 
tha popular tendency to ascribe un¬ 
usual foodnev, wls-lom and beauty to 
the monarch. Loyalty, which origin¬ 
ally meant implicit submission to the 
king’s will, now means a merely nom¬ 
inal profession of subordination, and 
the fulflllmeot of certain forms of re¬ 
spect. Our pohtioa! practice and our 
p'^lltlcal theory, alike utterly reject 
thoae regal prerogatives which once 
posaed unquestioned. By deposing 
some, and putting others in their 
plaoea. wa hava not only only denied 
the divine rights of certain men to 
rule, but we hava denied that they 
have any rights beyond those origl- 
natlng in tha assent of the nation. 
Though our forms of speech aud our 
state documents still assert the sub¬ 
jection of the cltlsens to the ruler, our 
actual beliefs and our dally proceed¬ 
ings implicitly avert the contrary. We 
obey no laws vve those of our own 
maXing. We have entirely divested 
the monarch of legislative power, and 
shoulh Immediately rebel against bis 
or her exercise of such power,, even in 
matters of the smallsst concern. In 
brief, the aboriginal dortfdne ia all but 
extinct among ua. 

Nor has the rejection of primitive 
polltlcsj beliefs rvuUad only ta trans¬ 
ferring tha authority of an antoemt to 
a rapraaantutlva body. Tha viawt 
tsrtatnad rasx>actlog govemmefits tn 
general, of whatever form, are now 
widely different from those once an- 
tertalnad. Whether popular or daa- 
potlc,. fovemmrnta were Ir. ancient 
tlmv supposed to have unlimited au¬ 
thority over their subjects. Individ¬ 
uals existed for the benefit of the 
state: not the state for the beneflt of 
Individuals. In our days, however, 
not ouly has the national will been In 
many casM substituted for tha will of 
the king, but the exercise of this na¬ 
tional wlU has been restricted to a 
much smallar sphere. In England, 
for instance, though there has bean 
oMabilshed no definite theory setting 
bounds *0 governmental authority, 
yet. In practice', sundry bounds have 
been set to it which are tacitly recog¬ 
nised by all. There Is no organic law 
formally declaring the*, tha :egistature 
may not freely dlA|>^.«a of the cltlsens' 
livtfs. oe early kings did when they 
sacrificed heiaconibs of victims but i 
were It possible for our Utrislatura to i 
attempt such a thing. Its own destnic- 1 
non a ould be the consequence, rather 
than the destruction of the cltlsens.* 
How entirely we have established the i 
personal ItbeMlea of the subject; 
against the invasions of state power i 
woiild be quickly demonstrated were I 
It proposed by met of pariisment forci¬ 
bly to take posaesalon of the nation. ’ 
or of any class, and turn its sert'lces j 
to public ends, as the serN’tces of the' 
people w'ere turned by primitive rul¬ 
ers. And should any stateman sug- ' 
gest D redistribution of property, such 
as was sometimes made In ancient ' 
democratic CummunttleK. he would be 
met by a thousand-toogued denial of 
imperial power over indlvldnal pos¬ 
sessions. Not only In our day have 
these fundament?! c'alnts of the clti- 
sen been thus made good agalnat the 
state, but sundn* irli.'M claims like¬ 
wise. Ages ago laws regulating dresa 
and mode of living fell into disuse.

of the Individual, limited ouly by tha 
U}<a freedom of other'individuals, la 
aacre;*: and that tha legtalature can 
not equitably put further raetricUons 
upon tt, either by forbidding any ac- 
Uona which tha law of equal freedom 
permits, or taking away any property 
save that required to pay tha eoat of 
enforcing this law ttaelf. They assert 
that tha sole function of the state le 
the protection of persons against each 
other, and against a foreign foe. I^ey 
urge that aa, throughout civilisation, 
tha manifest tendency has been con¬ 
tinually to extend tha IlbarUaa of tha 
subject, and restrict the functions of 
the state, there Is reason ,to believe 
that the ultimate palltloal condition 
must be one In which personal free¬ 
dom is the greatest posable and gov¬ 
ernmental power the least poasible; 
that, namely, In whloh the freedom 
of each haa no limit but the like free¬ 
dom of all: while the sole govern¬ 
mental duty is the malntenarce of 
this limit.—Herbert Spencer's 'First 
Prlnclplea” 

RISE OF WORKLNG CLASS, 

BT A. M. UlMONa 

With the coming of the factory 
came the wage worker, the modern 
proletariat and also, as Inevitably as 
day follows night, came the beginning 
of what we now call the labor move¬ 
ment. In the early days of capitalism 
in America, as tn England, no limit 
was set to the exploiting greed of the 
.'Oaeeestng clasa The cradle and the 
home were robbed to secure cheap 
labor power, wblle even In those fac¬ 
tories that were held up a** models, 
the employes toiled from 14 to If 
hours a day. 

Soon for the first time in America 
the working class become conaoiouaiy 
a factor In determining social and pp- 
lltical InstUutibna . unioop 

sprang up in the principal oitlee of 
the Atlantic seaboard. Labor papers 
were published at RocheetS)', New 
York city. Philadelphia Ba tlmore. 
WilTnlngton, New Haven, BInrhzmtvn 
and in many other piacec. In several 
of these clUes a wortciogmen'e po¬ 
litical party was placed In the field, 
and one man was elected to the New 
York legislature. 

Five Industrial classes were st this 
time stnigfrling for the mastery in 
BUnerice. Tk# plancnUeo 
alManee with the pioneer west held 
the reigns 4n power. However, their 
tnteresu wore by no mi*ans Identical 
and there were many points of dis¬ 
agreement concerning a polltlcaf pro¬ 
gram. In the north the commercial 
class was Just giving way to the manu¬ 
facturing class, and arrayed against 
this latter was arising the new social 
force of the proletariat. 

Oalng to the diversity of class in¬ 
terests the workmen were able to ex¬ 
ert a considerable Influence In the 
molding of instUutlona The pioneer 
and the South was not particularly 
avene to some democratic InstUu- 
tiona especially the wider extension 
of the suffrage. The commercial 
classes of New England, robbed of 
their function as a ruling class, while 
•till retaining a sufficient wealth to 
maintain them in leisure, were dying 
out in a blase of intellectual fire¬ 
works. The principal manjfestatton 
of this ws* 'he great transcendental 
movement, w ih Emerson, Thoreau. 
Hawthorne. Channtng and Lowell as 
its moet prominent representatives. 
The social confusion produced by the 
swift changes of the Industrial revo¬ 
lution in the midst of these contend¬ 
ing classes led to a corresponding in¬ 
tellectual confusion It was a time 
of the origin of “Isms,” including 
spiritualism, mesmerism, communism, 
phrenology’ and hyUrepathy, to, ether 
with most of the freak philosophies 
that remain even till the present day. 
These were but llie elfiorescence of 
the Intellectual growth that gave rise 
to the greatest accession which

ism concerned itself with the Kingdom of God in heaven instead of the 
kingdom of man on earth, it would be a religion and as a religion would 
meet with the church’s den nciation.

But if Socialism is to be condemned because it deals exclusively 
with man’s material condition, then are we to assume that because 
‘capitalism meets with the Rev. Mr. Dietz's support, capitalism is Chris¬ 
tian and that "the other things have been added" to our trust mag¬ 
nates, including a great many Jews and infidels, because it has sought 
first the kingdom of God? 

We have seen capitalism in operation and we have never observed 
that it has permitted its concern in the hereafter to interfere with its 
profits here below. In fact, the contributions that Protestant and 
Jewish and agnostic capitalists are making to the Catholic heirarchy, 
which Mark Hanna predicted would prove the last bulwark of capital¬ 
ism, indicate that they are more concerned in keeping what they have 
on earth than they are in the end of man as set forth in the Christian 
doctrine, somewhat fallen in'o disrepute, that it is harder for a rich 
man to enter the kingdom of heaven than for a camel to pass through 
the eye of a needle. Non: of them care to die poor and go to heaven. 
They prefer to keep what they have and chip in to fight Socialism. 

U every moven-ent, every science and every political principle 
which ia not concerned in "the last end of man, which is to know God,” 
should be rejected and suppressed, what would be left? If Socialism 
stands condemned because it is not concerned iu the hereafter, then it 
is in goodly company, running from arithmetic to astronomy, from 
growing grain and making bread to carpentry and the constitution.

SAN FKANl’lSCO. C'ntitornla.— 
A rounlclrally built, owned and oper¬ 
ated atreei railroad, which hua paid 
A net profit of 119.300 in the first 
seven mt'nlhs of its operation, al- 
thouffh for all except seven weeks of 
that time U had "neither beflnnln* 
nor lermlnuA." was Ihe principal rea¬ 
son for the city government s declaion 
lo call an election to decide whether 
tt.500,000 bonds should be issued to 
construct UH miles as the nucleus of 
a complete municipal system. 

The preasing oecesaity of tranepor- 
tation to the Panuma-Paclfic exposi¬ 
tion grounds brought about the proj¬ 
ect. but the success of the municipal 
line In Geary street made the pros¬ 
pect of a complete municipal system 
rosy Lest November n charter 
amendment designed to allow private 
corporations to extend their lines on 
the basis of a plan devised by Blon J. 
Arnold, the Chicago traffic expert, was 
defeated by the people, and early this 
year the exposition directors called on 
the mayor to help tnem out of the 
difficulty. Vlthough a municipal line 
was propneed, the exposition directors 
did not respond favorat’ly, and since 
then the chamber of con.merce direc¬ 
tors came out In active epposilloo to 

the schemr.

When he reached the birds his troubles had 
Just begun.

Wrapping his legs about the mast *o that 
he had free use of his hands, he managed to 
grab a couple of the birds and descend to the 
deck. The other three falcon* followed him, 
doing their best to reach hi* unprotected face 
with their sharp beaks.

The captain of the craft was Inclined to 
doubt hta story, but the colonel suggested that 
his claim to the ownership of th# bird be 
put to a test He was to be brought into the 
presence of the hawk, and If the bird eras his 
he felt sure that It would show stgns of recog¬ 
nition that would convince the bystanders that 
he was lU owner. The trial was agreed upon, 
and the hawk was broutfht Into the room. 

The door was hardly opened before It darted 
for the shoulder of the oolonel and evinced 
by every means in Its power its delight and 
affection.

Mr Mills goes Into details describing how 
the beavers completed an vlghty-flve foot dam 
with InAnlte labor. Including two fatal acci¬ 
dents to “workingmen.” The day It was com¬ 
pleted they began on a canal to divert the 
brook below the old dam Into the dry flat, but 
they discovered th't the water would not flow 
us (hey had expected Leaving this canal un- 
Anlshed, then, they tried a different plan. They 
built a sIxty-foot bowHke dam Just below the 
old one. diverting the water eastward, then 
constructed a wing dain or dike four feet wide 
and two high, supplemented by a long canal 
or tsll race, which sue ccssfully turned the 
teaser a«>othward Into the open space above 
the new dam In three day* there was a new 
pond a Hundred feel long and forty wide, fur¬ 
nishing transpor atlon facilities to the edge of 
the aspen grove which the beavers were plan¬ 
ning to harvest. 

“With dead timber and the canal,” adds 
Mr Milla “Che beavers had labored two sea¬ 
sons for the purpose of getting morn supplies 
without abandoning the colony. If in building 
the dam they had used the green, easily cut 
aspens they would have greatly reduced tha 
available food supply. It would have required 
most of these aspens to build the dam. The 
only conclusion I can reach is that the beavers 
not only had Ihe forethought to begin work to 
obtain a food supply that would be needed two 
years after, but sIm. at the expense of much 
labor, actually saved the scanty near-by food 
supply of aspens by making tbclr dam with 
the hard, Are-klllcd tr««s.”

BEAVERS CARRY ON BUSINESS 
SOCIAUSTICALLY 


1 have In former contribution* to Our Young 
Folks written quite lengthily about beaver* but 
I will again venture to repeat some of the in- 
tereetlng facts re^'ordetl In a book recently 
published by Enos A. Mill* enililed. In 
Ileavei World." Jt seems that Mr Mills Is an 
cnthuaiasiic admirer of the beaver and hs* 
spent twenty-seven year.^ collecting facts about 
his favorite animal. The author's home Is In 
the foot hills of Tongs Peak. Kill* Park. Colo¬ 
rado. He has visited every Hlule in the I nion 
lo study lh« work <»f beavers bjt find* none 
more Interesting than near hi* own ranch. Mr. 
Mill* say* In hi* book. 

“That H e beaver makes mistakes.say* the 
author, 'S* certain, but that he is un Intelligent, 
reasoning animal 1 have long flrmly believed. 
As I said In 'Wild Life in the Buckle*.' I have 
so of'en seen him change hi* plan* ••♦o wisely 
and meet emergeocle.a so pror.pUy that I cjtn 
think of him only as a reasonei. ’ 

The amazing team work of a heaver colony, 
along with -A high degree of Individualism, 
points to the same conclusion. A dam across 
a wide stream la somotlmes built outward froRi 
opposite banks simultaneously by separate but 
co-opemtl*>g crews of beavers.” 

The author aays that there Is a colony near 
his home. These animals show great Intelli¬ 
gence. They make plans for s food supply 
two years In adv-ance now since a Are destroyed 
certain food supplies. The food of beaver* is 
the juicy bark of aspen, willow and cotton¬ 
wood trsea With their Iharp teeth they fell 
these trees and cut them Into suitable logs, 
afterward floating them down stream* or 
canals dug by themselves and pilling them In 
the pond near their house for winter use. Now 
tho sopply of ogpens near, thi* colony w'ss 
nearly gone. A forest Are had swept the region 
a<few y*’’are before. 

•The Dsavers apparently sited up the situa¬ 
tion and planned a scheme to lay In a supply 
of food to mest the emergency, Mr. Mills says: 

’'About ISO fset south of the old pond w-ms 
a grove of oepens. Between these and the pond 
gas a small, bowldery flat that hod a scattering
